(1801-1879) have earned for the 
artist a reputation as one of the 
world masters in this medium, 
This collection was owned by Ben= 
jamin and Julia Trustman who pre=

Famous as a political and social 
satirist, Daumier used his superb 
genius as a draughtsman on the 
lithographic stone. He was re= 
cognized as a critic of his time 
who aroused the ire of censorship 
officials, 

On the other hand, Daumier 
loved people, He had a fine sense 
of humor and much understanding 
of his fellow humans, All of these 
qualities are evident in his 
drawings dnd prints, 


zation’® is in order, He calted for 
the enactment of long range plans 
as a positive step toward develop= 
ment of a stable tax base, and 
referred specifically to co= 
ordinated plans for school 
construction, sewage and water 
systems, conservation and public 
transportation, 

Richmond told voters they should 
elect a man who will think in- 
dependently, avoid a controlled 
board and support the  towr 
manager form of government, 

Marcus Sweet urged residents to 
consider carefully any move to go 
to the Merrimack for additional 
water supply, Stating that such a 
step would mean immediate com= 
mitment to an expensive water 
purification project, Sweet took 
the position that driven wells can 
supply the town for a long time to 
come, He said hydrologic surveys 
in nearby areas indicated water 
supplies in excess of current needs 
and adequate to the year 2,000, 

If Andover can hold out as long 
as that, Sweet said, the Merrimack 
should be cleaned up sufficiently to 
eliminate the need for anything 
more costly than a chlorination 
plant, 

Commenting on the parking 
problem, Sweet said land can be 
obtained behind the stores on both 
sides of Main Street to meet the 
parking needs of existing busi- 
nesses, 

Stating that the town manager 
is getting a “*better and better grip 
on the water situation,’® Sidney P, 
White told the Candidates’ Night 
audience that the search for three 
new wells is well timed, ‘*The 
water table in Andover is higher 
now than it was 25 years ago,” 
said the former selectman, 

He expressed the belief that in 
the not too distant future we will 
be using Merrimack River water 
and said he trusted that this would 
not be necessary after Federal 
funds are available for purifica- 
tion, 

Referring to Candidate Bren- 
nan’s comments on unused parking 
allocations, White said these pre= 
vious appropriations had not been 
used because the sites selected 
by a former board of selectmen 
were in some way at odds with the 
wording of the warrant articles in= 
volved, 

He said he believes the mere 
chants and the town will work out 
a satisfactory long range parking 
plan, one which will be influenced 
by a final decision on the location 
of the new town hall, 

In response to the League’s 
question on reactions to team 
teaching, School Candidate Frede= 
rick Fitzgerald said that in his

“Pioneering in education,” he 
said, “‘is usually done at the ex- 
pense of other individuals,”’ 

Objecting to references to 
pioneering in connection with what 
Mrs, Moody said she considered 
an established teaching technique, 
the school committeewoman said 
she is for change when it will take 
Andover nearer to its goal of 
keeping abreast, 

She added that in the last three 
years she has supported new pro= 
grams in the fields of reading, 
math, foreign languages, social 
studies and elementary science, 

Irving L, Newman, who was an 
unsuccessful candidate for the 
School Committee in 1965, re- 
peated his opposition to the sort 
of ‘*block’’ design produced for the 
town’s new high school and said he 
considers that school buildings 
should be instructional devices to 
be changed at will to fit the educa= 
tional program, 

On the subject of team teaching, 
he said it is not a question of 
‘Shall we adopt it?’, but how soon, 

He said further that the school 
policy board ought to make a 
master plan for its action and that 
the school department should 
utilize its staff more to makecon- 
tinuing studies of other school 
systems, 

In a question and answer period, 
Mr, Fitzgerald told the audience 
he considers the demands made 
upon the teacher one of the big 
disadvantages of team teaching, 
“I don’t mean I would ask less 
than industry, but everyone has a 
limit,’’ he said. 

Mrs. Moody agreed that group 
or team teaching of a subject does 
demand more of the teacher, but 
Mrs. Moody said she feels the 
technique gives the individual 
student greater opportunity to 
develop his potential to the maxi= 
mum and thatitis more stimulating 
for the professional staff, 

Mr, Newman, on the other hand, 
was unwilling to accept the work 
factor as a disadvantage, ‘‘I feel 
professionals should work and pre= 
pare for their job,’’ he said,

If the 3-2 allegation is valid, why not pinpoint some 
governmental errors that can be attributed to it? 


How else cah the voters 


have enough background to 


avaluate the possible alternatives? How else can they be 
prepared to decide. if what they are being offered is the 
possibility of a new 3-2 incorporating Stewart and Watters 
— a reshuffling of the old 3-2 — a swing man to jump from 
side to side — or a board with a penchant for unanimous 


decisions? 


If it is to be said privately that School Incumbent 
Barbara Moody is too argumentative and too controversial, 
that what we need is moderation and a different approach 
to school policy, then why not say it from a public plat- 
form? This would clear the way for a fuller discussion of 
just what Mrs. Moody stands for, what is meant by modera- 
tion, what approaches to school committee policy are 


advocated etc. 


And there is enough campaign murmuring about giving 
Andover back to the old Andoverians to raise another 
point on which there might well be some declarations: 
How firmly wed are the various candidates, particularly 
those for the Board of Selectmen, to the town manager 


form of government? 


Sid White was an arch foe of the system when it was 
being debated and publicly opposed it when the vote 
finally came. What is his attitude now? 

If the townspeople are still of a mind to support a 
manager government, 1966 is a good year to clarify the’ 
position of all candidates for major boards on this ques- 
tion. It may not be as dead an issue as it seems. 

Last year, when Moderator Arthur Williams appointed 
the seven-man Finance Committee, he included at least 
two known opponents of the manager charter. This year 
Williams, unopposed for re-election, will once again name 
the Finance Committee. If in filling vacancies he adds 
men. with strong ties to the past municipal government, 
we face the possibility of a watchdog committee heavy 


with opposition. 


It is not impossible, of course, that old opponents can 
have become proponents. It just seems a good point to 


get clarified. 


Because so many questions of the sort we have raised 
have yet to be answered, we urge voters to jam the 
Central School Auditorium March 3 for the final pre- 


election Candidates’ Night. 


And we suggest that the League of Women Voters make 
its timetable flexible enough to allow candidates a brief 
time to raise other than the programmed issues. 

The public is apathetic and a good verbal free-for-all 
might just dramatize the issues sufficiently to make 


people realize there are some.

A major shopping center will 
be constructed on Route 133 at the 
junction of Route 495 if the Andover 
Town Meeting votes to rezone 
slightly more than 31 acres of land 
along the Andover-Tewksbury line,

Properties Inc., which is planning 
to start immédiate construction of 
the Merrimack Valley Shopping 
Center once the necessary re=
